REPORT OF THE SECRETARY 


OF 
WAR. 


[Abstracted by the U. S. Gazette.] 


The report commences with a notice, 


that some of the Indians on our north 
western and some on the south western 
boundaries, have come in collision with 
our troops in those positions; but that 
in general, peace has been preserved.— 
It suggests the propriety of having 
small 
parlies 
of 
soldiers 
ranging 


through the forests, rather than to mul- 
tiply posts. 
Desertions from the army- 


have been no'less frequent than former- 
ly, notwithstanding the adoption of the 
mitigated penalties ; it is now recom- 
mended that a part of the monthly wa- 
ges of each soldier be detained u n t i l the 
lime of his enlistment expires,to be giv- 
en to him then with some addition, as 
a reward for good deportment; the 
present mode of payment is productive 
of bat! habits, and leaves the soldier at 
the time of his discharge, entirely with- 
out funds. 


The experiment of withholding the 


whiskey rations, has not been fully tes- 
ted ; but little confidence is placed in it. 
One plan of encouraging soldiers is re- 
commended, viz:—to increase the wa- 
ges of non-commissioned officers, and 
thus hold out inducements for the sol- 
dier to earn promotion.

He refers the opposition manifested 


by individuals, to the removal of the In • 
dians, to a mistaken view of their pow- 
ers, capacities and wishes, and to a mis- 
apprehension of the power of the gener- 
al government. 
He says, the Indians 


are indisposed to manual labor, and 
that none among them,except those ol 
mixed blood, will ever make agricultu- 
rists. 


He speaks of three divisions of the 


Choctaws. governed by Chiefs, assisted 
by under officers, called captains. 
One 


oi' these divisions is what is called the 
Christian District, in.which worship is 
performed, prayer and preaching fre- 
quent, though, it is said, they are not 
well informed as to the Christian reli- 
gion. 


The report says, that since the trea- 


ty has been signed, attempts have been 
made lo .create dissatisfaction among 
the Indians; and that old Mushulalub- 
bt-e, one of the chiefs who signed it, has 
been deposed, and another man elected 
in his place—but, the secretary of war 
refused to acknowledge the new chief, 
upon the grounds that a majority had 
not sanctioned the choice. 


A misunderstanding between the N. 


York and Green Bay Indians, has been 
adjusted.

Dry Tortugus in the Gulf of Mexico, 
are pointed out as deserving of exami- 
nation with this view. 


Appropriations for the improvement 


of certain harbors are recommended— 
cotton canvass o£ domestic fabric is 
spoken of with approbation—a revision 
of the laws for the government of the 
navy is suggested—and the introduction, 
of higher grades of office in the naval 
service is again proposed ; as is like- 
wise an increase of the pay of naval of- 
ficers, and a modification of the powers 
and duties of the Board of Navy Com- 
missioners. 


The establishment of a Naval School^ 


for the education of persons destined to 
serve on board of our national ships, 
is strongiy squinted at. 


The Secretary is of opinion that "it 


will be on the ocean and in the transmit 
of its mercantile operations to distant 
marketSjlhat the nation may be regard- 
ed as most vulnerable," and he thinks 
that it is a matter of leading impor- 
tance that a "system he pursued which, 
shall place the resources of the country 
in a condition to be readily brought in- 
to action when the danger presents it- 
self, without incurring the necessity of 
maintaining a large force when its ser- 
vices are not wanted/' 


The Secretary properly recommends 


the employment of fewer midshipmen, 
alike in the score of economy and the 
preservation of good morals: and con- 
cludes with a reference to the unsettled 
accounts of the disbursing officers, and 
a favorable allusion to the proposed 
general survey of the coast, as "a mea- 
sure affording information on the geo- 
graphical positions of the principal 
capes and promontories, the depth and 
directions of the channels of the bays, 
harbors, Sec. and intimately connected 
with the security and prosperity of the 
Navy." 


Key West. — Two companies of U. S. 


Infantry, under the command of Major 
JAMES M. GI.ASSEI.L, have been ordered 
to Key West, of which it is the inten- 
tion of Government to make a perma- 
nent Military Post.

the absolute right to the lands which they 
now po.-se.-x by a title indefeasible by the acts 
or decrees oft bis or any other Nation, with- 
out their consent. Among Xat ions, prior oc- 
cupancy, and fixed po.^es^ion, establish the 
riL'iit to soil, which can be divested only bv 
abandonment, treaty, or conquest: by nei'lhe'r 
of whiclHiin e the Cherokee hind- been alien- 
ated. Their possessions are reduced to so 
narrow a compass, as not, in our opinion, to 
justify further unauthorized encroachments, 
on the around of National necessity or policy. 
The Cherokees are an independent Nation, 
and entitled to all the rights of such indepen- 
dence, except so far as they have already 
surrendered them b> treaty. Including them 
within the boundaries of the States, could not 
deprhe them of their inalienable rights or na- 
tional independence, so long as. they confine 
themselves within their own acknowledged 
limits. 
Within such limits, and over alllhe 


inhabitants thereof, the power of their own 
peculiar government is. and of right ought to 
be. absolute and uncontrouJable, exceptsofar 
as regulated by Treaty. 


These principles we bold to be correct, and 


binding, by the general law of Nature and of 
Nations, independent of any contract between 
the parties. But if it were otherwise, it would 
ill become the United Stoles to deny the na- 
tional independence of the Cherokees,; their 
sovereign power within their own territory ; 
or their right to the protection of the Nation- 
al Government from the intrusion of all our 
eitizent. whether perpetrated under tbeguise 
of law, or for purposes of private plunder. 


Whenever nations negotiate treatiesjvith 


each other, through acknowledged agents, 
however unequal in numerical force and phy- 
sical power, they admit themselves, equal in 
point of national rights. Masters do not ne- 
gotiate with their stav es: nor sovereigns with 
their subjects. 
Every one of these' United 


States, through its constitutional orifan. the 
Executive of the Union, has repeatedly be- 
come a party to compacts mid treaties, enter- 
ed into \\itii the government of the Chero- 
kees m their national and independent char- 
acter: and have, thereby, become estopped 
from Questioning their national and sovereign 
existence. 
By the treaties of Ilopewell and 


HoLton. and others subsequently made, after 
designating the boundaries of the Cherokee 
Nation, the United 'Stuieayolctmili/ guarantee 
to the Cherokee Nat ion/orerer all their lands 
not theieby ceded: the Cherokees acknow- 
ledge themselves under the protection of the 
U. States t/lone, and surrender their right to 
make treaties with other nations or individ- 
uals. These treaties, having been ratified 
during the administration of the illustrious 
Washington and his distinguished succes- 
sors. Congress enacted laws, for carrying 
into__fidl and faithful execution. 
By the" act 


of 1 SOS. the President is required to employ 
tbe_-military force" of the country to enforce 
their observance. Nof withstanding the pre- 
mif--e>, the Commonwealth of Georgia, in de- 
fiance of the spirit and obligation" of these

IMPORTANT FROM EUROPE. 


By the packet ship Do llham. arrived at 


New-York yesterday week from Havre, file? 
of Pans papers to the 4th Nov. h:ivobuon re- 
ceived. They contain details of the capture 
of the City of Antwerp by the Belgians, aftei 
a long and sano-uinary conflict, and of the en- 
tire destruction of the commercial part of the 
City by the fire of the Dutch troops from the 
citadel. 


The Prince of Orange left Antwerp for 


London, on the 25th. " The Belgian troops 
arrived under the walls of Antwerp on the 
siiine day, into which the ICiuo-'s troops had 
retired. 
On the morning of the 26lh. the po- 


pulation of the city rose in a mass against the 
JCing's troop-: and a spirited contest was kept 
up until night, with no otlier result than the 
loss of a great many men on both sides killed 
and wounded. 
On the 27th. before day- 


break, the battle recommenced with increased 
fury; and by "o'clock, twoo-ates of the city 
were taken by the citizens,and the Belgian 
troops, entered. The Kind's, troops made a 
determined resistance ; but were finally ob- 
liged to leave the city—and the whole of 
them retired into the citadel, holly pursued 
by the Burghers. The Dutch troops imme- 
diately commenced bombarding the city from 
the citadel, with red hot balls"and shells.— 
Tbe ships of war in the Scheldt also opened 
their fire upon the city—which was soon on 
fire in several places: and the whole square 
of public stores, amongst, which was the Cus- 
tom-bouse, with 100 mil lions of francs in 
jroorls, one-hair; It is said, belontfinir lo British 
merchants, were burnt, besides other build- 
ings, and a number of merchant vessels!—On 
the morning of the 2Sth. a cessation of hosti- 
lities wts agreed upon, and still continued at 
the last accounts. 


The Antwerp Journal of Commerce of the 


31st Oct. says : '-The treasures buried under 
the cinders of the custom-house, burnt bv the 
1 lollanders on the 27th, still smoke. 
Oh ! ye 


who love to walk abroad, come and contem- 
plate the ruins of our unhappy city. The on- 
ly course which can preserve o'nr city and 
the millions of its property is, to pioclaim it 
free, under the protection of all the maritime 
nations of the world: to raze the citadel from 
its foundations, and swear eternal hatred to 
tiie Dutch." 


The Prince of 0 ran ire left Antwerp before 


its capture to embark for London, having first 
addressed a proclamation to -he Belgians on 
tbe^oth Oct. in which is the following pas- 
.-age : "You are about to deliberate on the 
interests of the country, in the National Con- 
gress which i'- called; while f. having fulfil- 
led, as i'ar as in my power, my duty towards 
you. go to fulfil a painful obligation, in l^av- 
iniryour soil to awaite^cwhere the issue of 
the political movements of IVlirimn.

In our last it was stated that a report 


had reached this place, t h a t the U. S. 
Troops, who have heen stationed in 
this nation for the purpose of removing 
white intruders, were recalled. This 
report has since been fully confirmed, 
and the several detachments of these 
troops are now fairly on their inarch 
to their former stations. 
We are told 


they had hardly passed the boundary 
line, when gold hunters and gold dig- 
gers flocked in by hundreds. 
The mo- 


tive for this sudden movement is best 
known to the powers that be. 
We re- 


collect, however, distinctly ^ the former 
declaration of our Father, the President 
of the United Stales, that (he intruders 
would be. kepi out, that he did not speak 
with a forked /o/igue, and that he would 
not deceive his red children. 
But per- 


haps we fail in common understanding, 
for we cannot discern the practical de- 
monstration of those asset lions. 


We presume the reason which the 


executive would be disposed to give, 
for the withdrawal of the troops, is that 
hinted at by the agent, viz: to avoid in- 
terfering; ivit/t the, stale governments — 
Supposing this was the reason, and 
there can he no other, we invite the at- 
tention of the reader to the following 
facts ; . 


l.The President of the United States 


has given a solemn assurance to the 
Cherokee nation, that lie will protect 
their right of occupancy to the land, and 
remove all intruders from it, and this 
assurance has been made verbally, and 
under the hand of the Secretary of 
War, 
without any qualification. 


2. In accordance with that assurance 


and with the repeated petitions of the 
Cherokees, the troops were ordered in- 
to the nation, when it was known to the 
executive that Georgia had appointed 
the first day of June, 1830, for the ex- 
tension of its assumed jurisdiction over 
the Cherokee territory, and when the 
President hud declared he would not 
interfere with the operation of the 
State laws". 
Notwithstanding this de- 


claration of the President, the laws of 
the United States, regulating trade and 
intercourse wish the Indian tribes, was 
enforced by the troops as well after as 
before the first day ol'June, 1830. 


3- HieCherokce land does not lie alto- 


gether within the limits of Georgia, but 
nearly half is within the charters of Al- 
abama, Tennessee and North Carolina, 
which States have nut yet assumed ju- 
risdiction over this nation, and the mil- 
itary is as necessary to protect the 
rights of the Cherokees within these 
limits, as within the limits of Georgia. 


4- We may add that there is no oth- 


er provision made in the intercourse 
law of the United States, for the effec- 
tual removal of intruders upon Indian 
lands-, but by the military. 


We have indeed the "promise of the 


President that intruders will be kept 
oil'," but we ask in the name of common 
sense, how is it to be ''punctually com- 
plied with," when the only means by 
which this promise may have been ful- 
filled are withdrawn ?

trarily, and oppressively, commit Luke 
F.dward Lawless, an Attorney in his 
court, to prison for twenty-four hours, 
and suspend him 
from practice, in 


the said court, for eighteen months, for 
an alleged contempt in publishing, in 
the St. Louis Enquirer, an exposition 
of certain errors of doctrine and fact 
charged to have been set forth in the o- 
pinion of the Judge/] 


The House of Representatives, pre- 


ceded by their managers, Mr. HUCHAN- 
AN, Mr. 
M'DuKFiic, Judge 
SI-KNUKH, 


Mr. Sroims, and Mr. WICKLIKFK, came 
into the Senate Chamber in a body, and 
having taken the seats piepared for 
them, 


Mr, M'DUKFJE rose to open the case 


for the prosecution. 
He maintained 


that Judge Peck had been guilty of an 
illegal and 
tyrannical usurpation of 


power; that no contempt had been com-

to the law of England, as laid down by 
her elementary writers, a judicial opin- 
ion is a fair subject of discussion and 
animadversion ; that the power to pun- 
ish for contempt, even in cases of neces- 
sity, was a despotic power; an anomaly 
in our Government; dangerous, found- 
ed upon the tyrant's plea, and utterly 
incompatible with liberty; that it should 
never be exercised but under the pres- 
sure of necessity, to prevent an inter- 
ference in the administration of justice; 
and that the act oftbeJudge was the very 
illustration of despotism : He made 
the law. fixed the punishment,and car- 
ried it into effect, at the same time.—
